NDP achieves 
balancing act 


Provincial budget. 

Government says the 
province is running 
a small surplus 


The NDP government has 
tabled its first-ever balanced 
budget with a thin surplus of 
$16.4 miUion. 

Finance Minister Maureen 
MacDonald dehvered the 
$9.5-biUion budget in the legis¬ 
lature Thursday afternoon. 

“Without a looming, biUion- 
dollar deficit, life can look bet¬ 
ter, “ MacDonald said to repor¬ 
ters. 

“It means better health care, 
schools that put kids and learn¬ 
ing first, good-paying jobs and 
opportunities for our kids right 
here where they belong,” she 
said. 

MacDonald said the govern¬ 
ment achieved a balance by 
sticking to the NDP’s four-year 
plan and increasing revenue, 
reducing government spend¬ 
ing, and growing the economy. 

She said the budget is also 
thanks to Nova Scotians, who 
made sacrifices over the last 


few years during a period of 
economic downturn. 

“Our government came to 
office during what we know 
was the worst global recession 
since the Great Depression,” 
MacDonald said. 

She said “fiscal sanity” has 
been restored to the province, 
and the average citizen will be 
happy about lower small-busi¬ 
nesses taxes and more funding 
for child health care and public 
education. 

“Tm prepared to go into 
an election not only with this 
budget but with the govern¬ 
ment’s record over the past 
four years,” she said. 

The revenue forecasts also 
received an imqualified opin¬ 
ion from the auditor general, 
which MacDonald said hasn’t 
happened in over a decade. 

“We are meeting the high¬ 
est standards of accormting 
principles,” said Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter. 

He added the budget it’s 
going to take discipline and a 
close attention to department 
spending to maintain a bal¬ 
anced budget.

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Opposition say NDP 
budget actually a deficit

The NDP government has 
released a balanced budget 
for 2013-14, but opposition 
leaders say the party has 
found a way around owning 
up to a real deficit. 

According to the budget, 
the province estimates it 
will spend $9.5 billion next 
year and keep a $ 16.4-mil- 
lion surplus by increasing 
user fees, income taxes, 
raising taxes on tobacco 
and slashing departmental 
spending by $86 million. 

“It’s up to the auditor 
general ... to test these as¬ 
sumptions, who says ‘yes 
these revenues estimates 
are absolutely reasonable,’” 
Premier Darrell Dexter said 
to reporters Thursday.

Other highlights of the Nova 
Scotia budget: 


• Tobacco tax hike will result 
in an increase of two cents 
per cigarette, a measure 
expected to generate $18.2 
million. 


• $5.3 million will go to

“They make more money, 
the economy grows,” Dex¬ 
ter said. 

But Liberal Leader Ste¬ 
phen McNeil said the 
budget is a “hollow vic¬ 
tory” that is really a deficit 
because of the $ 34-million 
prepaid amount for two 
universities. 

“Without that, we would 
be in an $ 18-million defi¬ 
cit,” McNeil said. 

The Nova Scotia College 
of Art and Design and Aca¬ 
dia University requested 
funding in the past few 


years after budget estimates 
proved insufficient, but 
Dexter said the government 
has been working with the 
schools to make sure this 
doesn’t happen again. 

McNeil also said there’s 
no way the economy can 
grow fast enough to meet 
the NDP’s estimates. 

“No economist has sug¬ 
gested it’s going to grow up 
to the rate that this govern¬ 
ment suggests. 

“No one is suggesting 
we’re going to get that $145 
million in income tax,” Mc¬ 
Neil said. 


Jamie Baillie of the PC 
party said he has “serious 
questions” about the bal¬ 
anced aspect of the budget, 
including the prepaid issue 
and promises of foture sav¬ 
ings. 

“There are actually some 
accounting changes, the 
bottom-line effect of which 
may well be bigger than the 
surplus as a whole,” Baillie 
added. 

“Even in the assumptions 
they don’t see any new jobs 
being created ... and as long 
as that’s the case, it’s not 
balanced.”

As billboards go, it’s as bland 
as they come, featuring only a 
few lines of text and a photo of 
three guys in suits. 

It’s what the billboard on a 
major commuter route in Hali¬ 
fax doesn’t show that has some 
people riled up. The advertise¬ 
ment on Barrington Street is 
for Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity’s bid to raise money for 
its Women’s WaU of Honour, to 
be erected by December 2014. 

The absence of women in 
the ad has prompted a spirited 
debate on social media and 
criticism from abroad. 

A website headhne from 
New York-based Adweek maga¬ 
zine reads: “Idiotic billboard 
celebrating women shows 


three grinning dudes in suits.” 
It goes on to describe the ad as 
the “billboard fail of the day.” 

Websites Gawker and Buzz- 
feed also picked up the stoiy, 
adding their own witty rejoin¬ 
ders. “Maybe the women are 
on the back,” Buzzfeed mused. 

The billboard shows Peter 
Kent, president of the Greater 
Hahfax Partnership, former 
provincial Liberal leader Danny 
Graham and Rob Batherson, a 
vice-president with the ad firm 
Golour. 

Batherson said one of the 
goals of the campaign is to 
get more men to contribute.

A newly released poll sug¬ 
gests Canadians overwhelm¬ 
ingly believe their private 
information is more at risk 
today than it was a decade 
ago and that the federal gov¬ 
ernment and corporations 
don’t take the issue veiy ser¬ 
iously. 

The poll commissioned 
by the office of the federal 
privacy commissioner found 
about 70 per cent of Can¬ 
adians believed there’s less 
privacy protection today than 
there was 10 years ago. 

Very few felt personal 


information was being safe¬ 
guarded as much as it could 
be. Only 21 per cent of those 
polled felt the federal govern¬ 
ment took its responsibility 
to protect private informa¬ 
tion seriously, about 64 per 
cent responded “somewhat 
seriously” and 12 per cent 
chose “not seriously.” 

For businesses, 13 per cent 
of respondents said corpora¬ 
tions take the issue seriously, 
68 per cent chose “somewhat 
seriously” and 18 per cent re¬ 
plied “not seriously.”

100 times worse 

The cleanup at the site of 
a freight train derailment 
in northwestern Ontario 
has broadened.

Saskatchewanian

1967, died Thursday at the Re¬ 
habilitation Institute of Chica¬ 
go, two days after announcing 
on his blog that he was under¬ 
going treatment for a recur¬ 
rence of cancer.

“So on this day of reflec¬ 
tion, 1 say again: thank you 
for going on this journey with 
me. ni see you at the movies,” 
he wrote Tuesday on his blog. 

After cancer surgeries 
in 2006, Ebert lost portions 
of his jaw and the abihty to 
speak, eat and drink. But he 
went back to writing full time 
and eventually even returned 
to TV. In addition to his work 
for the Sun-Times, he became 
a prolific user of social media, 
connecting with fans online. 

In early 2011, Ebert 
launched a new show, Ebert 
Presents At the Movies. The 
show had new hosts and fea¬ 
tured Ebert in his own seg¬ 
ment, Roger’s Office. He used 
a chin prosthesis and enlisted 
voice-over guests or his com¬ 
puter to read his reviews.

Police ho^e search for ring leads to 
clues in killing of Canadian couple 


The slaying of a Canadian 
couple found dead in their 
winter home in Florida may 
have been motivated by rob- 
beiy, police said Thursday. 

Rochelle Wise’s wedding 
band — valued at $16,000 
— was missing from the 
couple’s condo in Hallandale 
Beach, investigators said. 

The ring is described as 
platinum finish with five 
half-carat white diamonds 
in a half-moon shape. Police 


said it may be engraved with 
the letters DCC on the inside. 

The band has an unusual 
locking mechanism that al¬ 
lows it to open so that it can 
fit over a knuckle, they said. 

“We are hoping that if we 
find this ring, it may lead us 
to more information,” Hal¬ 
landale Beach Police Chief 
Dwayne Flournoy told the 
Miami Herald. 

Investigators are asking 
anyone who deals in used 


jewelry to keep an eye out. 

It’s the first clue re¬ 
garding a possible motive in 
the deaths of Wise, 66, and 
David Pichosky, 71, whose 
bodies were found Jan. 10. 

Police released video in 
February from a surveillance 
camera hoping to identify a 
woman seen walking to the 
rear of the couple’s home 
that day carrying an uniden¬ 
tified object then leaving

14 cases. It’s not 
known how people are 
becoming sick, though 
scientists say the virus 
may have mutated, 
spreading more easily 


A middle-aged man who 
transported poultiy for a liv¬ 
ing and another unidentified 
person have died from a new 
strain of bird fiu, bringing 
the death toll to five among 
14 confirmed cases in China, 
the government and state 
media reported Thursday. 

The 48-year-old man, who 
died in Shanghai, is one of 
several among the infected 
believed to have had direct 
contact with fowl. Until 
recently, the virus, called 
H7N9, was not known to 
infect humans. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency did not identify the 
fifth fatality but said that 
person also died in Shanghai 
on Wednesday.

What will the new flu do? 


Reading 
the clues 

Three sick people: that’s all 
it took to make scientists 
who study influenza edge-of- 
seat nervous this week over 
a rapidly evolving public- 
health situation in China. 

Four years after HlNl 
swine flu, a new avian virus, 
H7N9, came out of nowhere. 

While it’s too soon to say 
if these are the first halting 
steps of a new pandemic 
virus, at this point flu ex¬ 
perts would not bet against 
H7N9. 

Here’s what they saw and 
the clues they are looking 
for as they race to figure out 
if the world is on the verge 
of a pandemic: 

Influenza scientists 
always pay attention when 
animal flu viruses start mak¬ 
ing people sick. While some 
H7 viruses have infected 
people in the past, viruses 


bearing H7 and N9 in com¬ 
bination had never been 
known to infect humans. 

Adding to the alarm, 
the three people were not 
hnked. That means each 
caught the virus from an 
animal or another person. 

So far the virus hasn’t been 
found in poultry or pigs, the 
most likely suspects. 

Chinese authorities an¬ 
nounced they had found a 
closely matched H7N9 virus 
in pigeons in Shanghai, 
but could these be the sole 
source? The WHO’s top flu 
expert. Dr. Keiji Fukuda, 
doesn’t think so. “Not im¬ 
possible but not the most 
hkely scenario,” he says. 

The first three cases 
didn’t hve close to one 
another, and the distance 
between infections has 
become greater, making it 
increasingly clear that H7N9 
virus is spreading, un¬ 
detected, over hundreds of 
kilometres, the Canadian press

Independent body. 
Ontario wants probe of 
weak cancer medication 


Ontario will appoint an in¬ 
dependent third party to in¬ 
vestigate how watered-down 
chemotherapy drugs were 
given to more than 1,100 pa¬ 
tients, some for as long as a 
year. Premier Kathleen Wynne 
said Thursday. 

“It’s unacceptable that this 
should have happened, that 
the doses would not have been 
accurate,” said Wynne. “The 
minister is pulling together aU 
of the people who are necessaiy 
to figure out what happened, 
to get to the bottom of it, to 
understand how this happened 
and whether there’s something 
systematic that needs to be ad¬ 
dressed,” said Wynne. 

Many hospitals mix the 
medications themselves, but 
four hospitals in Ontario and 
one in New Brunswick all used 
the same suppher to prepare 
the drugs. 

There was too much sahne 
added to the bags holding the 
medications, watering down 
the prescribed drug concentra¬ 
tions by three per cent to 20 per 
cent. 

The five hospitals are con¬ 
tacting the affected patients to 
arrange quick appointments 
with their oncologists. Family 
of Ontario patients who died 



are also being contacted. 

Health Canada, the provin¬ 
cial governments. Cancer Care 
Ontario and the Ontario Col¬ 
lege of Pharmacists are inves¬ 
tigating. The hospitals are also 
conducting their own probes. 

The review will try to deter¬ 
mine if the problem is systemic 
or just an isolated incident, said 
Health Minister Deb Matthews.

North Korea has been rail¬ 
ing against U.S.-South Korean 
military exercises that began 
in March and are to continue 
until the end of this month. 

The allies insist the exer¬ 
cises in South Korea are rou¬ 
tine, but the North calls them 
rehearsals for an invasion and 
says it needs nuclear weapons 
to defend itself The North 
has also expressed anger over 
tightened UN sanctions for its 
Februaiy nuclear test. 

Analysts say the ominous 
warnings in recent weeks are 
probably efforts to provoke 
softer policies from South 
Korea, to win diplomatic 
talks with Washington and 
to solidify the image of young 
North Korean leader Kim 
Jong-un.

Police ID 2 Canadians killed in Algeria 


The remains of two young 
men from London, Ont., were 
among those found at the site 
of a deadly terrorist siege in 
Algeria in Januaiy, the RCMP 
confirmed Thursday as they 
pleaded with the public to 
help in their investigation.

“We are continuing our 
work and gathering evidence 
in this case to determine the 
circumstances that led to Ali 
Medlej and Xristos Katsirou- 
bas departing Canada,” said 
RCMP Supt. Marc Richer. 

In the face of questions 
about whether police had hit 
a dead end. Richer acknow¬ 
ledged that such investiga¬ 
tions are dependent upon key 


details from members of the 
community. 

“People tend to look to 
the police (as) having all 
the answers. The reality is, 
we need the public’s help,” 
Richer said. 

“What we need to know 
is that benign piece of infor¬ 
mation that may be annoy¬ 
ing someone who’s wonder¬ 
ing what to do with it. Pick 
up the phone and call the 
number on the screen. That’s 


what we want people to do.” 

Medlej and Katsiroubas 
are believed to have played 
key roles in the Januaiy at¬ 
tack on a natural-gas plant, 
which killed at least 38 hos¬ 
tages and 27 other militants. 

No other details about the 
pair or about other potential 
suspects are being released 
for fear it could end up com¬ 
promising the investigation, 
said Richer.

Ohio. ‘Craigslist Killer’ 
sentenced to death in 
murders of three men 


A self-styled street preacher 
was sentenced to death Thurs¬ 
day in the killings of three 
down-and-out men lured by 
bogus job offers posted on 
Craigslist. 

The juiy that convicted 
Richard Beasley of murder 
recommended that he face 
execution. The judge had the 
option of reducing the sen¬ 
tence to life in prison. 

Beasley, 53, was convicted 
of teaming up with a teenager 
in 2011 to use the promise of 
jobs on an Ohio farm to lure 
the victims into robberies. 


Three men were killed, and 
a fourth who was wounded 
testified at Beasley’s trial. 

The judge read the three 
death sentences in a hushed 
courtroom crowded with vic¬ 
tims’ relatives, some of them 
holding back tears. 

Later, about to be sen¬ 
tenced on other crimes in¬ 
cluding kidnapping, Beasley 
said he was innocent and 
expects to have his convic¬ 
tion overturned on appeal. 
“1 have killed nobody, and 
that’s a fact,” Beasley said.

For centuries the hbraiy 
has kept a copy of eveiy book, 
pamphlet, magazine and news¬ 
paper published in Britain. 
Starting Saturday, it wiU also 
be bound to record eveiy Brit¬ 
ish website, e-book, online 
newsletter and blog in a bid to 
preserve the nation’s “digital 
memoiy.” 

As if that’s not a big enough 
task, the hbraiy also has to 
make this digital archive avail¬ 
able to future researchers — 
come time, tide or technologic¬ 
al change.

Fans of They Might Be Giants 
know to expect the unexpect¬ 
ed. Over the course of a singu¬ 
lar 31-year career, the Brook¬ 
lyn-based duo of John Linnell 
and John Flansburgh have 
carved out a solid pop music 
niche, as whip-smart geek- 
rockers and deft musical sat¬ 
irists, with a trademark sense 
of humour that’s equal parts 
existential dread and surreal 
silliness — often within the 
same song. In more recent 
years, they’ve supplied music 
for films, TV and even chil¬ 
dren’s albums. 

“We’re just as aware (as 
anyone else) of what an un¬ 
likely place we reside in, in 
the rock constellation,” Flans¬ 
burgh says. 

Their most recent effort, 
Nanobots, seems to reflect 
all these trends, with sub¬ 
jects ranging from exploding 
heads (You’re On Fire) to the 
Oedipus complex (Call You 
Mom) to eccentric 20th cen- 
tuiy inventor Nikola Tesla 


(Tesla). Its most distinguish¬ 
ing feature, however, is a set 
of what Flansburgh describes 
as “miniature” songs, many 
less than 15 seconds long, 
interspersed among the long¬ 
er tracks. 

“They’re almost like jin¬ 
gles for insane ideas,” he says. 

Madness, perhaps, but not 
without a method. 

“As we were constructing 
the album,” Flansburgh says, 
“we were looking for a way to 
make it less predictable as a 
listening experience.” 

Mission accomplished. 
Then again, according to 
Flansburgh, unpredictability 


is something of an M.O. for 
They Might Be Giants, and 
pop music cliches, in both 
style and substance, have al¬ 
ways been fairly taboo for the 
duo. 

“But starting from an ‘any¬ 
thing but cliched love songs’ 
point of view is actually pretty 
liberating,” he says. “It’s go¬ 
ing to make things bolder as 
you approach writing songs ... 
Speaking as a listener myself, 
1 know the experience of be¬ 
ing affected by a song, and 1 
know how tremendous that 
is, and a lot of times it does 
come from a song landing an 
idea that seems all its own.”

Quebec singer Elisapie says 
she felt like “disappearing 
from the Earth” after the 
Juno Awards rescinded her 
nomination for breakthrough 
artist of the year, but at the 
same time she’s grateful she 
was recognized in the first 
place. The Juno Awards an¬ 
nounced earlier this month 
that Elisapie was actually 
ineligible for the categoiy 
because the Inuit singer had 
won a Juno in 2005 for Ab¬ 
original album of the year as 
part of the duo Taima. 

Only first-time nominees 
are eligible for breakthrough 
artist of the year. 

She was replaced in the 
categoiy, which already fea¬ 
tured Grimes, Gold Specks, 
Kira Isabella and the Weeknd, 
by B.G. songwriter Shawn 
Hook. 

Now, Elisapie has taken to 
laughingly calling herself an 
“ex-juno nominee” and refer¬ 
ring to her “de-nomination,” 
but there’s still some residual 
pain over the incident. 

“1 just have to laugh about 
this but of course, it’s not 
funny,” she said over the line 
from Sudbuiy, Ont. 

“1 think it’s not fair in a 
sense ... and of course 1 want 
to yell at them and shake 
them but at the same time, 
it’s something that happens.” 

Elisapie points out that 
the Juno she won in ‘05 was 
for a drastically different pro¬ 
ject than her solo work (she 
dropped the innovative pop 
record Forbidden Love last 
fall). They are “two identi¬ 
ties,” she points out, and 
“completely different.” 

She was en route to a gig 
in Quebec Gity when she first 
found out the good news that 
she was nominated for her 
first solo Juno. 

She was a bit too busy to 
pop a bottle of champagne 
then, but she was elated 
nonetheless. 

By some coincidence, she 
actually wound up dipping 
into the bubbly after finding 
out the sad news that the 
nomination was being taken 
away. As it happened, it was 
the eve of her 36th birthday. 

Upon finding out, she 
said she didn’t immediately

feel up to trying to figure 
out why the junos had made 
the mistake — whether they 
were unaware of their own 
rules or simply unaware of 
her juno-winning past, but 
she suspects it was the latter. 
In a statement at the time of 
the decision, junos president/ 
GEO Melanie Berry called the 
situation “veiy unfortunate.”

Hari to the fictional James 
Bond, spies come in all 
shapes, sizes, races and gen¬ 
ders.
